Chicago , Oct. 24.—If actiie oia- 
torical gunning is the way to the pres­ 
idency, the Republican nomination 
next vear should go to Frank Knox. It 
was his savage attacks upon the new 
deal, in newspaper editorials and 
speeches, that first brought him into 
the political limelight, and. since his 
formal entrance into the presidential 
race, by indorsement of the Repub­ 
lican state committee of Illinois, his 
public appearances have multiplied. 
While all of his principal rivals have 
preferred to pussyfoot, Knox is barn­ 
storming the country frankly in quest 
of the nomination. 
This course is peculiarly character­ 
istic of the man. He has always been 
a go-getter, and on surprisingly few 
occasions has he failed to attain his 
goals. 
Back in 1898. a million or so Amer­ 
ican youths thrilled at the news that 
Theodore Roosevelt was going to or­ 
ganize a brigade of Rough Riders to 
fight the Spaniards and uttered an 
ardent wish that 
they might be 
among its members. 
Knox was one 
of these, but he did not stop with 
mere 
wishing. 
Freshly 
graduated 
from Alma college, without military 
experience and without money, posi­ 
tion or influence of any sort to aid 
him. he set forth boldly to win a place 
with Roosevelt. There was something 
about the personality of this red­ 
headed youngster that caught the eye 
of the dynamic “ colonel” and that 
caused him to be selected while thou­ 
sands of other applicants were turned 
away. 
INTO POLITICS FOR T. R. 
So far as Knox has a past political 
record, it is concerned with this first 
Roosevelt. 
Invalided by sunstroke 
and dysentery after the second battle 
of Santiago, he lost touch with his 
commander, but not for long. He re­ 
turned to Michigan and got a job as a 
reporter on the Grand Rapids Press, 
and immediately became one of T. R.’s 
most aggressive political boosters. 
As a presidential candidate, Knox's 
position is a little difficult to define. 
His former association with Theodore 
Roosevelt would seem to mark him 
as a liberal, but the bulk of his sup­ 
port is coming from the Republican 


old guard. He has suffered in some 


eraliy held over the country, that he 
is Hoover’s candidate, in the event 
that Hoover finds he cannot get the 
nomination for himself. 


HAS SACKED DEMOCRATS. 
Another 
factor 
that 
is 
causing 
Knox difficulty, particularly in Illi­ 
nois, is that, as a newspaper publish­ 
er, he sorfietimes has supported Demo-1 
crats. At the same time it was back­ 
ing Hoover for re-election in 1932, for 
example, the Daily News supported 
Henry Horner, the Democratic candi­ 
date for governor. 
j 
The mimeographed publicity state­ 
ments 
handed 
out 
in 
behalf 
o f. 
Colonel Knox here lay much stress on 
his former connection with Theodore i 
Roosevelt, and depict him as still a 
progressive. 
Knox, it is declared, “ was an ardent 
worker 
in 
the 
Roosevelt 
crusade 
against monopolies, malefactors of 
great, wealth and crooked politicians 
. . . . He still thinks and acts in 
that spirit. He shares the first Roose­ 
velt's dislike for special privilege. He 
distrusts monopolistic tendencies In 
business. He favors the conservation 
of natural resources. 
He fights po­ 
litical bossism. 
He opposes bureau­ 
cracy. He supports the right of labor 
to organize and to bargain collective­ 
ly, while opposing class line-ups in 
politics and the abuses of predatory 
leadership that have hurt the cause 
of organized labor. 
He is a patriot, 
but not a Jingo. 
He supports every 
effort to broaden the trade relations 
of the United States with other na­ 
tions. 
“ All that Is plainly a bill of Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt goods. Knox probably 
would have thought and felt that way 
had he never known Theodore Roose­ 
velt, but it is Impossible to ignore 
the strong impress of the first Roose­ 
velt on his personality." 
As against the progressive bill of 
particulars, thus set forth, in the 
minds of western politicians, at least, 


is the fact that Knox was one of the 
closest advisers of President Hoover 
during his term in the White House, 
and he seems to be very friendly with 
. 
fact that he journeyed to California 
recently as Hoover’s guest. 
FRIENDLY WITH ALL, 
Mr. XbMI ipefcHBKB t o t admit 
that he is friendly with Hoover, but 
they say he is equally friendly with 
Republican progressives. 
They point 
to the fact that he has called on 
Senator 
Borah 
frequently 
on 
his 
visits to Washington. 
The strength of Knox's candidacy, 
so far as it has progressed, rests

other na tions which ha ve a ccepted, 
does not endorse the policies of a ny 
government. The committee consid­ 
ered nothing but sport a nd its re­ 
quirements. 


F ollow ed a 4 0 -Y ea r P olicy . 
"Germa ny’s politica l policy within 
or without its borders ha s no bea ring 
on the subject. The committee only 
followed the universa l a nd unbroken 
Olympic precedent of forty yea rs a nd 
Ignored irreleva nt politica l, ra cia l a nd 
religious a ffa irs. Attempts to twist 
a nd distort the una nimous decision of 
the committee into a n endorsement 
of the Na zi policies a re nothing but 
ba refa ced effrontery. 
"The America n Olympic committee, 
composed, of representa tives of more 
tha n seventy lea ding a ma teur sport 
orga niza tions, a fter fully investiga ting 
a ll cha rges a nd a fter due delibera tion, 
a ccepted una nimously the invita tion 
to pa rticipa te in these ga mes. 
"These men, most of whom for 
ma ny yea rs, without remunera tion, 
ha ve devoted time, thought, energy 
a nd money to this ca use, know the 
best interests of a ma teur sport a nd 
ha ve in mind the prestige of the 
United Sta tes. They wiU never a llow 
our a thletes to be ma de ‘ma rtyrs to 
a ca use not their own,’ or a ma teur 
sport to be sa crificed to a politica l 
issue. 
The America n Olympic com­ 
mittee is the only orga niza tion which 
ha s a uthority to dea l with the repre­ 
senta tion of the United Sta tes in the 
Olympic ga mes. 
"As a result of hundreds of requests, 
the America n committee is publishing 
a 16-pa ge pa mphlet covering the en­ 
tire Olympic situa tion,” Brunda ge s 
sta tement continued. 
H e M inces No W ords. 
"Tlie bitter feelings engendered, the 
a ttempted coercion a nd intimida tion 
by fa ir mea ns or foul, the vicious a nd 
insidious propa ga nda which a re be­ 
ing used in this ca mpa ign la rgely by 
individua ls who ha ve never lea rned 
the lessons of a ma teur sport a nd thus 
do not hesita te to use methods con­ 
tra ry to a ll codes of sportsma nship, 
a re a n indica tion of wha t ma y be ex­ 
pected if religious, ra cia l, cla ss or po­ 
litica l issues a re a llowed to intrude in 
the council ha lls of sport where they 
ha ve no pla ce. 
"Ma ny da re not even voice their 
opinions beca use of the socia l, politi­ 
ca l or enonomic pressure a pplied by 
certa in orga nized minorities. 
How­ 
ever, it is sa fe to sa y tha t the va st 
a nd overwhelming ma jority of intelli­ 
gent America ns rea lize tha t we ha ve 
ma ny opportunities for the exercise 
of our a ltruistic impulses right here 
In the United Sta tes. It would seem 
only proper to set our own house in 
order before we a ttempt to reform the 
world.”

The country is accustomed to administra­ 
tions that are all too ready to claim credit for 
good times and equally unwilling to admit re­ 
sponsibility for bad times.

But if it is all a matter of planning and 
under such perfect control from Washington, 
inquiring minds inevitably will raise the ques­ 
tion as to why it has 
not been planned to get 
the 10 million or more idle workers employed 
in private industry, and why it has not been 
planned also to 
check the heavy government 
spending and the ever-mounting deficit. 
These are the real tests of recovery, so far 
as government action is concerned. 
The un­ 
employed worker, the forgotten man, was the 
central objective of the new deal. 
Permanent 
security for him could mean only the assurance 
of a permanent job, not makeshift employment 
at public expense. 
That permanent security 
and assurance can come only through private 
employment, which in turn hinges upon busi­ 


ness confidence. 
The administration cou ld plan to help bu ild 
u p that confidence, to halt the spending and 
to aid the u nemployed in a genu ine manner, 
all at the same time. In view of the adminis­ 
tration’s expressed faith in planning to have it 
come ou t as desired, it mu st be hoped that 
the plans for the immediate fu tu re will be so 
broadened as to inclu de the entire job. 


J ust Go ld ie. 


Here’s to Goldie, tha t qu een of the long- 
lived, long-headed, long-eared tribe that has 
brou ght fame to Missou ri. 
We remove ou r 
hats, we bow ou r heads, we wou ld emu late Sir 
W alter Raleigh and lay down ou r coats for her 
to cross a mu d pu ddle if it. were necessary to 
denote ou r respect and admiration for Goldie, 
that Norbome mu le tha t walk ed off with the 
grand championship of all the mu les of Amer­ 
ica at the American Royal. 
When we do that, we bow and scrape to the 
Missou ri mu le, merely ably represented by the 
intrigu ing Goldie. 
Admirals, generals, diplo­ 
mats, blu e grass, tobacco and cob pipes have 
carried Missou ri’s name to far places, bu t they 
fall into the forgotten niches of the archives 
when considered with Goldie and her k ind.

ish things u nder the u rge of foolish hu mans. 
Not the Missou ri mu le! He won’t drink where 
he shou ld not or when he shou ld not; he won’t 
ventu re u pon an u nsafe bridge; he won’t over­ 
eat even in a field of green com ; he k nows 
when he has done a day’s work , and he k nows 
when the su n is too hot for safety.

Bu t don’t encou rage 
him to assert those rights, becau se 28 5,930 
heroically-inclined citizens were k illed or in­ 
ju red that way last year, all in the United 
States, 
It is all right to k now the law is on you r 
side and to exu lt in you r freedom of action, 
bu t that doesn’t give mu ch solace to the su r­ 
viving members of you r family. 
Insistence 
u pon exercise of inalienable hu man rights 
made America, bu t that was before the days of 
the motor car. 
As far as statu te law is concerned, and aside 
from regu lations, one has fu ll au thority to walk 
to right or left on a highway; he may cross the 
street in the middle of a block or elsewhere. 
He may stop in the midst of traffic to pick u p 
what look s lik e a nick el and tu rns ou t to be a 
washer; he may pau se to discu ss the weather 
W1U1 a friend. Bu t it isn’t the sm art thing to 
do. It is su ch assu mptions of au thority u nder 
the law that pile u p the statistical record of 
mishaps to pedestrians.

The pedestrian has his fau lts, bu t they

Mr. Mo rg entha u Is Puzzling . 


The treasury is still on a 24-hour basis. 
—Secreta ry Mo rg eniha u, o n his return fro m 
a va ca tio n in Euro p e. 
Does this mean that the treasu ry departm ent 
has no broad policy and no opinion as to the 
u ltim ate effects of the hu ge government defi­ 
cits, the enormou s accu mu lation of gold and 
the fatu ou s piling u p of u seless silver in the 
treasu ry? 
Does it mean that the head of the 
treasu ry is merely drifting with the tide, u n­ 
aware of where it will land him? 
Perhaps it is merely an evasive answer to 
excu se him from any discu ssion of the finan­ 
cial policy of the government. 
Mr. Morgenthau , jr., has been u niqu e in one 
respect. Du ring his entire term as the finan­ 
cial minister of the government he has said 
less respecting the policies and principles of 
government finance than any other secretary 
of the treasu ry.

The attem p ts of cou nsel for Tom Mooney to 
indu ced the United States su preme cou rt to tak e 
ju risdiction, 
before the 
California su preme 
cou rt has completed its hearing on his appli­ 
cation for habeas corpu s, are not lik ely to help 
his cau se among persons who k now anything 
abou t the circu mstances su rrou nding Mooney's 
original conviction of mu rder in connection 
with the bombing of the Preparedness day p a­ 
rade in San Francisco nearly twenty years ago. 
Earlier this year the federal cou rt heard 
argu ments in the case bu t declined to pass at 
tha t time on the merits of Mooney's conten­ 
tion that he had been u nju stly convicted 
throu gh the influ ence of political opponents. 
The tribu nal then held that he had not ex­ 
hau sted his recou rse to habeas corpu s proceed­ 
ings (which wou ld involve practically a new 
trial of the case) in the California cou rts. 
Many persons who felt that, whether or not 
he was gu ilty, Mooney obviou sly had not had a 
fair trial in the first place, in view of the later 
evidence of perju red testimony, were relieved 
to learn that at last his case wou ld be reheard. 
Since then the su preme cou rt of California 
has appointed a commissioner to hear evi­ 
dence on the habeas corpu s application, bu t 
Mooney’s lawyers have now twice sou ght to 
have the federal su preme cou rt tak e the case 
ou t of his hands and assu me immediate ju ris­ 
diction, apparently on the grou nd that the 
California cou rt cou ld not be expected to ren­ 
der a fair decision. To a layman these efforts, 
which 
so far have been u nsu ccessfu l, are ap t 
to 
seem singu larly ill-timed. 
The United 
States su preme cou rt exists as a last resort to 
persons who have been denied su bstantial Ju s­ 
tice elsewhere. 
Until the California tribu nal 
hands down its decision, that condition does 
not obtain in Mooney’s case. 


THIS OLYMPIC QUESTION. 


Editorial Opinion of the Milwau k ee Jou rnal. 
The fight over America’s participation in the 
Berlin Olympic games, next year, goes on u n­ 
abated. 
Those anti-Nazi factions which were 
defeated recently in the American Athletic 
Union vote think they can win at the Decem­ 
ber meeting. To ou r minds, this is nonsensical 
bu siness. It is not a qu estion of how America’s 
team will be treated, or how the games them ­ 
selves will be condu cted, bu t how certain 
Americans feel concerning Hitler.

STONISHING statem ents are made by 
Dr. Willcox. based, apparently, on sci­ 
entific formu la and actu al experiment. 
He declares that it is possible by the 
u se of recently developed k nowledge for a sin­ 
gle acre of land to produ ce a year’s su pply of 
essential food for fifty-one persons, and even 
allowing for fau lty adju stm ent of the essentials 
of high produ ction, a reasonable estimate is 
that twenty-five persons may be su pplied with 
the produ ct of a single acre. 
These resu lts may be accomplished, it Is 
m aintained, 
by 
"agrobiological 
efficiency,” 
which means that there mu st be exact adju st­ 
m ent of water, heat, proper proportion of the 
variou s elements in the soil for the develop­ 
ment of the plants, and perfect seed. 
The au thor ask s; 
"Is there a real science 
of plant growth and yield by which all agro- 
biologic phenomena may be dimensioned, per­ 
mu ted, controlled and brou ght to a finish with 
qu antitative exactitu de?” So new is this sci­ 
ence that its nomenclatu re is not in the stand­ 
ard dictionaries. 


BRINGS INCREASED YIELDS. 
Application of the methods and principles of 
the science has brou ght, u nder field condi­ 
tions, acre.yields of 225 bu shels of corn, 122Va 
bu shels of wheat, 245.7 bu shels of oats and 
1,156 bu shels of potatoes. These are five to ten 
times the average yields in the United States. 
"W ith 60 per cent of agrobiological efficiency,” 
half the plow land and half the pastu re land 
now su pplying 20 per cent of G reat Britain's 
food su pply "wou ld produ ce all the bread, oat­ 
meal, potatoes, su gar, beef, milk , eggs, pork , 
m u tton and pou ltry they cou ld possibly u se at 
a standard of living higher than America," the 
au thor writes. 
Cu rrently England imports 8 0 
per cent of its food su pply. Moreover, on the 
land not necessary for produ cing food u nder 
the new system, fiber cou ld be raised to dis­ 
place mu ch of the cotton and wool now im­ 
ported. 
Application of this agrobiological k nowledge 
wou ld mak e every cou ntry independent of ou t-

side sou rces for food su pplies, and thu s remove 
the chief cau se of wars. 


MALTHUSIAN THEORY STILL OPERATES, 


The au thor says that the M althu sian theory 
of pressu re of popu lation on the means of ex­ 
istence, so far from being extinct, is actu ally 
operating today in Germany, Italy, England 
and Jap an and is the principal cau se of war. 
In a period of su rplu s world produ ction of 
the principal crops, and of enforced cu rtail­ 
ment of planting in this cou ntry, it is strange 
to read of the revamping of the M althu sian 
theory tha t popu lation in several cou ntries is 
•growing faster than the means of su stenance, 
and that the stru ggle for food is the main in­ 
centive for wars between nations. 
The au thor does not u ndertak e to explain 
what wou ld happen in the United States if a 
system of agricu ltu re shou ld be adopted that 
w'ou ld enable the cou ntry to produ ce all needed 
su pplies on a fifth—or less—of the area now 
in farms. 
Secretary of Agricu ltu re Wallace has de­ 
clared that u ntil recently the cou ntry was 
farm ing 100 million acres more land than nec­ 
essary to su pply home needs. The application 
of the new science of agrobiology wou ld elimi­ 
nate 200 million additional acres. 
Bu t the ideal conditions necessary to produ ce 
the large crops tha t are possible by the adop­ 
tion of the new methods w'ou ld be impossible 
on a large area of widely varying precipitation 
and of heat, not to mention the changes that 
wou ld be necessary in the stru ctu re of the soil. 


OFFERS NO TRADE SOLUTION. 


N either does the au thor u ndertak e to point 
ou t any solu tion to the problem of the world’s 
great international trade. 
“The whole world 
is drifting into an era of nationalistic isolation 
in which nations are being forced to depend 
more on natu ral resou rces u nder their own con­ 
trol and less on international trade,” he says. 
Bu t the advantage and necessities of interna­ 
tional trade are so nu merou s and so obviou s 
that exchange of goods between nations will 
continu e and expand as soon as there is stabil­ 
ity in cu rrencies, adju stm ent in debts and san­ 
ity in government. 
Dr. Willcox, the au thor of this stu dy, was 
born in 18 70 and grew u p on a Texas farm, 
which he helped to clear and bring into cu ltiva­ 
tion. His first jobs as a you ng man were cow- * 
pu nching, cou ntry school teaching and news­ 
paper work , bu t a strong inclination for chem­ 
istry led him throu gh the University of Texas 
and the University of Chicago. 
In 1904 the 
latter institu tion conferred on him the degree 
of Ph. D. 
For a time after gradu ation at Chicago. Dr. 
Willcox was associated with the Iowa State 
agricu ltu ral experiment station, and made the 
first reconnaissance soil su rvey of Iowa, 
He 
went East and engaged in variou s lines of 
chemical engineering that eventu ally tu rned 
his attention to the agricu ltu re of crops su ch 
as the su gar beet and su gar cane, tha t are 
grown in connection with large m anu factu ring 
establishments in the tropics as well as the 
tem perate zones. 
These operations, requ iring 
close scientific stu dy and control and large ex­ 
penditu res for research, gave Dr. Willcox occa­ 
sion for observation on the relation between 
w'hat goes into the soil in the way of labor and 
fertilizer, on the one hand, and w hat comes ou t 
of the soil, on the other hand. 
He has thu s 
been able to contribu te to the advancement of 
agrobiological science, a new branch of k nowl­ 
edge from which a new science of crop produ c­ 
tion is rapidly tak ing shape. 
Besides “Nations Can Live at Home," Dr. 
Willcox has w ritten "Principles of Agrobiology: 
Reshaping Agricu ltu re," and a large nu mber 
of technical and scientific articles in both 
American 
and 
foreign 
periodicals. 
Among 
other du ties Dr. Willcox is technical editor of 
"Facts Abou t Su gar and El Mu ndo Azu carero.” 
two pu blications printed in New York and cir­ 
cu lating throu ghou t the variou s su gar-produ c­ 
ing cou ntries.

I am not merely referring to the infinitesim al 
minority in the Kremlin, that small, closelv 
k nit, governing oligarchy, bu t its millionfold 
hierarchy of interdependent officials; the in­ 
trenched bu reau cracy, large classes of privi­ 
leged police and m ilitary officials, adm inis­ 
trators. better-paid technical work ers and the 
new Soviet-made intelligentsia.

Even large slices of the ordinary work ers and 
better-placed peasants in the collectives are 
loath to risk their slight present possessions 
and prerogatives for a problematical Utopia. 
Only the most miserable and exploited portion 
of the masses is chagrined by the postpone­ 
m ent of commu nism t d a dim fu tu re. 
The immediate job for all the new privileged 
grou ps is to fortify their advantages, to rein­ 
terp ret Marx and Lenin to Ju stify the new 
classes, and in general to mak e life more du ­ 
rable and endu rable.
